G.S.R. 743 (E).—The following draft rules further 
to amend the Maternity Benefit (Mines and Circus) 
Rules, 1963 which the Central Government proposes 
•to make in exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 28 of the Maternity Benefit Act, 1961 (53 of 1961) 
is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) 
of the said section for the information of all persons 
likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
giyen that the said draft rules will be taken into consi. 
deration after 45 days from the date the Gazette 
copies containing the said draft rules are made avail 
able to the public, 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be 
received from any person in respect of the said draft 
rules within the period specified above will be consi¬ 
dered by the Central Government. 
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3. The objections or suggestions may be addressed 
to Shri J.P, Shukla, Under Secretary, Ministry of 
Labour, Shram Shakti Bhawan, New Delhi-110001, 
Draft Rules 

1. These rules may be called the Maternity 
Benefit (Mines and Circus) Amendment Rules, 1995. 

2. In the Maternity Benefit (Mines and Circus) 
Rules, 1963: — 

(i) in rule 4, in sub-rule (1) for the words “or 
has undergone miscarriage or is suffering 
from illness arising out of pregnancy, deli¬ 
very, premature birth of child or miscarriage”, 
the words “Or has undergone miscarriage or 
medical termination of pregnancy or tubec- 
tomy operation or is suffering from illness 
arising out of pregnancy, delivery, prema¬ 
ture birth of a child or miscarriage or Medi¬ 
cal Termination of Pregnaucy or Tubectomy 
Operation” shall be substituted; 

(2) in rule 5 after sub-rule 6, the following sub- 
rule shall be inserted, namely:—r 

“(6a)—The wages payable under Section 9A of 
Act shall be paid to the woman entitled to 
receive such wages within forty eight hours 
of production by her of the certificate in 
Form B” 

(3) in rule 1, in clause (d) of sub-rule (3) after 
the figure “9”, the figure and letter “9A” shall be 
inserted; 

(4) in Form ‘A’— 

(i) against item 10, for the word “death” the words 
“Medical Termination of Pregnancy/Tubec- 
totny Operation/death” shall be substituted; 

(ii) after item 15, the following item shall be 
inserted, namely:— 

“15a. Date with the amount of wages paid 
on account of leave under Section 9A”. 

(5) in Form ‘B’ after the word “miscarriage” 
wherever it occurs the words “Medical Termination 
of . Pregnancy or Tubectomy Operation” shall be 
inserted. 

(6) in Form ‘F’—, 

(i) for the words and figures “section 9 or 10” 
the words and figures “9, 9A or 10” shall be 
substituted. 

(ii) after the word “miscarriage” wherever it 
occurs the words “Medical Termination of 
Pregnancy or Tubectomy Operation” shall 
be inserted. 

(iii) for the words and figures “Sections 5, 8, 9 
and 1(>” the words and figures “Sections 
5, 8, 9, 9A and 10” shall be substituted. 

(7) in Form Tl’, for the word and figure “Section 
9” the words figure and letter “Section 9 or 9A” 
shall bo substituted. 
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(8) in Form ‘I’, for the word and figure “Section 
9”, the words figure and letter “Section 9 or 9A” 
shall be substituted, 

(9) in Form ‘K’:— 

(i) in paragraph 1, after the word “miscarriage”, 
the words “Medical Termination of Preg¬ 
nancy” shall be substituted. 

(ii) in paragraph 3, for sub-paragraph (I) the 
following sub-paragraph shp.ll be substituted, 
namely;— 

“(0 Subject to the provisions of the Act, 
every woman who has actual worked in an 
establishment of the employer from whom 
she claims maternity benefit for a period 
of not less than eighty days, including the 
days during which she was laid off, shall be 
entitled to, and her employer shall be liable 
for, the payment of maternity benefit at the 
rate of her average daily wages, or ten rupees 
a day, whichever is higher, for the period of 
her actual absence not exceeding six weeks 
immediately preceding the day of delivery 
and the remaining period immediately follow¬ 
ing that day: 

Provided that the qualifying period of 
eighty days aforesaid shall not apply to a 
woman who has immigrated into the State 
of Assam and was pregnant at the time of tho 
immigration: 

Provided further that where a woman 
dies during the period for which maternity 
benefit is payable to her, the benefit shall be 
payable only for the days up to and includin g 
the day of her death. However, where the 
woman having boon delivered of a child, 
dies during her delivery or during the remain¬ 
ing period of maternity benefit leaving behind 
in either case the child, the employer Shall be 
liable for the payment of maternity benefit 
for the entire period of maternity benefit 
following the day of her delivery but if the 
child also dies during tho said period, then, 
for tho days up to and including the day of 
the death of the child;” 

(iii) in paragraph 4, in sub-paragraph (4) for the 
words “of six weeks", tho Words “of the 
remaining period of maternity benefit”, shall 
bo substituted; 

(iv) in paragraph 5,— 

(a) in 
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hundred and fifty rupees” shall be sub¬ 
stituted. 

(b) after sub-paragraph (2), the following 

sub-paragraph shall be inserted namely: 
“(2a) In case of Medical Termination of 
Pregnancy, a woman shall, on produc¬ 
tion of a certificate in Form ‘B’ be enti¬ 
tled to leave with wages at the rate of 
maternity benefit for a period of six 
weeks immediately following the day of 
her Medical Termination of Pregnancy. 
The wages shall be paid within 48 hours 
of production of the certificate in Form 
‘B’;" 

(c) in sub-paragraph (3), after the word 

“miscarriage” wherever it occurs, tb© 
words “Medical Termination of 
Pregnancy or Tubectomy Operation” shall 
bo substituted. 

(10) in Form ‘M’-- 

(i) against item 3 fot the words, “one hundred 
and sixty days”; the words “eighty days” 
shnll be substituted; 

(11) in item 11 and 12, after the word “miscarriage” 
wherever it occur; the words “MTP” shall 
bo inserted. 

(iii) after item 12, the following items shnll be 
inserted, namely:— 

“12a. Number of cases in which leave for 
tubectomy operation under Section 9A was 
granted. 

12b. Number of cases in which leave for 
subectomy operation was applied for but 
was rejected.” 

(11) in Form ‘N’, aftor item 8, the following item 
shall be inserted, namely:— 

“8a, under Section 9A of the Act ”
